The little boy 
or girl who is taken to too many 
mass meetings or picket lines, 
who is always expected te lick 
envelopes when Mommy has a 
mailing to get out, or to: under- 
stand that Daddy will be busy 
seven nights a week with meet- 
ings—may easily become resent- 
ful and want to stay as far away 
from this movement as possible!

Al- 
though rene sie a 
many teachers, proportion 
adddlaclees and professional 
women in general is lower than 
is the case in similar organiza- 
tions in other countries. 

One of its outstanding leaders, 
however, is a lawyer. Candelaria 
Rodriquez had only a mild in- 
terest in social conditions and 
peace until about two ago.
